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Within the next week or ten days 
the new “ Flyer Red Wing,” said by 
its owner to be the fastest thing on 
the Mississippi river, will be in La 
Crosse on a trial spin from 
Red 
Wing, where she was made, and she 
brings a chip on her shoulder. 
J. R. Trautner, manager of 
the 
Red Wing Boat 
company, 
which 
made the craft, says he it ready to 
meet all of the fast boats on the 
river, and will make racing arrange­ 
ments with them, from the “Yellow 
Sallie" of Winona down. 
The new 
marine racer was built entirely at the 
Red Wing shops, although the Yel­ 
low Sallie is a product of Winona on­ 
ly so far as the hull is concerned, 
the engine being an automobile type 
of more than 40 horsepower. 
This 
fact, however, does not deter T r a i ­ 
ner from making his sweeping chal­ 
lenge, and he declares in a letter to 
friends in La Crosse that he is will­ 
ing and anxious to meet the Yellow 
Sallie or any of the other fast boats 
on any terms that will be fair 
He 
says be is not familiar with the per­ 
formance or working of the Winona 
boat, but will be glad to “try it on” 
with them. 
“ I do not know’ how the 
Winona l>oat runs,” says Mr. Traut­ 
ner, in reply to a question of match­ 
ing the two boats, “ but I do not be­ 
lieve she will stay with our boat 
two minutes. 
We are willing to race 
anything on the 
upper 
Mississippi 
river.” 
The “ Flyer Red Wing” is 35 feet 
long w ith 4‘ foot 4 inch beam. 
She 
is without question the finest finish­ 
ed and best appearing boat ever seen 
in these waters. 
She is constructed 
of white oak and white cedar and her 
lines are most graceful. 
The boat is 
equipped with a Red Wing 6 cylin­ 
der. 30 horse power. 2 cycle engine, 
with a bore of 4 % and a stroke of 
4% . 
The engines turn up 
nearly 
1,100 revolutions per minute with a 
20 inch propeller, and according to 
Mr. Trautner, will keep this speed ut, 
all day long without getting in the 
least warm. 
Mr. Trautner declares 
he has had the flyer in the water for 
two weeks under all manner of con­ 
ditions and tests, and that she has 
not bucked once, and no bearing has 
yet got warm. 
The cylinders of the 
Flyer are a trifle larger than those 
in the “ Skip,” and. of course, are 
more numerous, there 
being 
only 
three in the last year's champion. 
It is possible that the new flyer 
may come to La Crosse some day 
during the present week, but if not 
the visit will probably be made next 
week, when La Crosse motorboat en­ 
thusiasts will be given an opportunity 
to inspect the splendid craft. 
The speed of the new Red Wing 
boat is 24 miles in stll water, ac­ 
tual time 
(not estimated). 
This 
should mean about 27 to 2ft miles 
an hour with the current, and 21 or 
22 miles against the stream. The new 
boat carries three Schebler carbure­ 
tors.

BERLIN, Oct. 13.— The 
balloon* 
St. Louis, one of the three American 
starters in the international race for 
the James Gordon Bennett cup, fell 
into the North Sea last night, 
be­ 
tween Heligoland and Wilhelmshav- 
en, 30 miles from the shore. 
The 
crew, N. H. Arnold, pilot, and H. . 
Hewat, assistant, was picked up by 
a passing German steamship when 
on the point of drowning. 
Tangled in Folds. 
Arnold and Hewat were enveloped 
in the folds of the balloon when res­ 
cued by the boat from the steamer. 
The rescue was effected with the 
greatest difficulty. 
The aeronauts 
did not know* they were over the sea 
until they heard the sound of the 
waves. 
The water was obscured by 
a thick fog hanging at a low level. 
A rapid fall of temperature caused 
a shrinkage of the balloon envelope 
and it began gradually to 
descend, 
j Shortly after midnight the men saw 
the water below 
them. 
Alarmed, 
they began throwing out ballast but 
the baloon continued its downward 
course, 
hey were preparing to cut 
the basket loose when the balloon 
struck the water. 
Steamer to Rescue. 
The lightship Ausenjade had seen 
the plight of the balloon and signaled 
the steamer Langerood to go to the 
rescue. 
It reached the wreck just 
in time to effect the rescue. 
Arnold 
and Hewat telegraphed the race com­ 
mittee from Cuxhaven this morning 
that they were safe. 
Conquerer Explodes. 
The disaster to the St. Louis is 
the third that was reported and the 
second that has happened to the Am­ 
ericans.
